Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant first argues that Clark does not teach or 
suggest that at least 75% of the total pore volume of the second cataystis in pores havdng a diameter of 10-120nm. However, as stated in 
the last rejection of claim 1 . Clark discloses that the second catalyst can be unimodal (i.e. having one set of pores within a given range). 
Clark discloses that this set pore size is 20nm. 

Applicant next argues that the functional language is proper. Examiner agrees, however, such language does not further limit the claim 
beyond recited steps in the daim.
